THE BRITISH AND THE BOOTLEGGERS 
Writing about prohibition in the United 
States, the Washington correspondent of 
the London Times sends this timely word of 
advice to his countryment across the water: 
“There is one other matter w’hich 
should come home to the business and 
bosoms of Englishmen. 
The thought­ 
ful Americans to whom reference has 
been made are not alone moved by an­ 
ger against the prohibitionists. 
They 
confess to a feeling that the difficulties 
of the situation in which the United 
States finds itself have been increased 
by failure to stop the inflow of liquor 
from abroad, and to a conviction that 
the governments of Great Britain and 
other countries might, by the exercise 
of greater care than they have con­ 
sidered desirable and without doing 
injustice to the legitimate interests of 
their nationals, have given invaluable 
aid. 
They admit that it is the first 
duty of America to correct the abuses 
common within her own borders, and 
they deplore the narrow legalism 
which now lifts the letter of the law 
above the custom of the sea and the 
comity of nations. This notwithstand­ 
ing, they 
ask 
themselves 
whether 
Britons can with any satisfaction re­ 
flect that it is from British territory or 
in vessels flying the British flag that 
most of the smugglers work.’* 
This is a matter to which the British peo­ 
ple and the British government might well 
give more thought than they have seemed 
to give it so far. 
The part which British 
citizens, British ships and British territory 
are playing in partially nullifying prohibi­ 
tion in America is bound to become more 
and more of an issue unless something is 
done about it; 
and 
the 
question is one 
which is outside of and 
apart 
from the 
question of prohibition itself. 
As to the latter, the London Times writer 
points out that while prohibition “is resent­ 
ed, and is today openly flouted, in the lar­ 
ger cities and in those districts immediately 
dependent upon them,” it “is a fact, and is 
contentedly 
accepted 
as a fact, in those 
parts of the United States which are pre­ 
dominantly rural in character or in those 
smaller towns which are set in rural areas.” 
One trouble with the British seems to be 
that they have been unable to realize that 
prohibition is a fact over here, no matter 
how distasteful it may be to large elements 
of the population and no matter whether it 
is a beneficial and joyful fact or a harmful 
and sorrowful one.

I wish to accept full 
responsibility for this situation and state 
that Standard Oil, by deed and act, is 
working in fullest co-operation with the 
governor of this state and therefore can 
in no respect be blamed for 16 cents 
gasoline from this date. 


“I realize that the independents who 
have viciously assailed and attacked me 
will raise bitter complaint against this 
condition. 
However, after due con­ 
sideration and investigation, I wish to 
say that if the former gasoline prices of 
this state were excessive, the indepen­ 
dents of this state were just as respons­ 
ible for that condition and were just as 
guilty of taking excess profits as was 
Standard Oil.

“I realize that all sorts of charges will 
be made against me because of this ac­ 
tion, but in view of the fact that gasoline 
can be purchased at various refineries 
today for approximately seven cents a 
gallon, it will not work injury to the 
public cause if the Independents are 
forced for the time being to do business 
on a small margin of profit. There is no 
particular reason why the State Govern­ 
ment should guarantee to the Independ­ 
ent Oil Dealers of this state, at least for 
the time being,fixed profits,especially in 
view of the fact that they were perfectly 
willing and were a party to take ex­ 
cessive profits from the people.” 


This clearly defines the position 
which the Standard Oil Company (Ind­ 
iana) has maintained throughout this 
controversy.

measures of urgent relief. 
“Such assistance as is within the 
means of the executive departm ent 
of the Government will be rendered;

relief for day to come, I am prompt­ 
ed to appeal urgently to the Ameri­ 
can people whose sympathies have 
alway been# so comprehensive

“In order that the utmost color- 
dlnation and effectiveness In the ad­ 
m inistration of relief funds be ob­ 
tained, I recommend that all con­ 
tributions,

ton or to any of the local Red Cross 
chapters for transmission to Japan”.

ganization after a conference with 
President Coolidge, Secretary Iloovsr 
and Japanese Ambassador Hanihara. 
The campaign, starting tomorrow', 
will be conducted throughout the 
country, in much the same manner 
as during the war. 
Quotas will be

The Associated Press has ac­ 
cepted and passed on all reports that 
appeared to enanate from ordinarily 
reliable sources, waiting for more ac­ 
curate appraisal of the damage, until 
communication could be re-establish­ 
ed with its own bureau in Tokio.
